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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Referring to the argument that Cairo does not disclose a VERIFICATION mode for enabling the sender to 
determine whether voice/video/fax mail sent from the fax machine has been received by a recipient at a receiving fax machine (page 28, 
lines 1-10): Cairo discloses that the sender receives an indicia of delivery from an local switch which includes the telephone number of a 
destination fax machine, an indication that the faxed sheet was probably delivered, and a time of document delivery. Refer to Column 2 
,line 51 to Column 3, line 7. The local switch monitors the fax transmission for page receipt acknowlegements from the receiver. Upon 
receipt of a page acknowledgement, the certification fax receiver prints the indicia of delivery on a locally printed reproduction of the fax 
page to certify delivery of the fax page. Refer to Column 3, lines 8-27. The indicia of delivery thereby enables the sender to determine that 
recipient has retrieved the fax since the indicia of delivery is only sent to the user when the receiver has acknowledged receipt of the fax 
through page receipt acknowledgements. 
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
